Doctors in Mississippi will sub- 
mit their bills for services render. 
ed under the Dependents Medical 
Care Act to the Mississippi State 
Medical Association, Jackson 
Mississippi. 

The Act, which the military has 
described as one of its greatest 
career incentive boosts in many 
years, was signed into law by 
President Eisehower on June 7th 
1956, to become effective Decem- 
ber 7th. 

There are many details about 
the program which will resolve 
themselves in a matter of time 
but here are the major features 
of the Act. 

Only dependent wives, hus 
bands and children of active duty 
military personnel can receive 
civilian medical care under the 
program. 

Other dependents — dependent 
parents of persons who died 
while on actice duty, etc —will 
continue to be treated at ser. 
vice hospitals, where facilities 
are available. 

In most instances a military 
dependent will have to pay to a 
[hospital $25 for each admission. 
The government will pick up the 
tab for the rest of the bill. 

Except for injuries where 
emergency treatment is necessary 
outpatient care is NOT authorized 
at civilian hospitals. 

Dental care can be provided 
only for facial injuries or as a 
necessary part of hospital treat- 
ments. 

At the present, there exists 
for eligible dependents a free 
choice of either civilian or mili- 
tary care, although there may be 
exceptions later on.
